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‘Rat-run drivers are 
putting lives at risk’

SPEEDING motorists and HGVs 
are putting lives at risk on one of 
Ely’s biggest housing develop¬ 
ments, say residents and council¬ 
lors. 

They fear a serious accident is 
going to happen in Kings Avenue 
unless action is taken. 

Their fears have been heightened 
following an accident in which a 
car overturned at the junction of 
Kings Avenue and High Barns on 
the evening of September 27. 

They say drivers are not only 
using the road, which links Ely city 
centre with the B1382, as a “race 
track” but that because there are 
no marked parking restrictions 
along the route, people just park 
where they want, including on 
bends. 

Residents also say an increasing 
number of lorry drivers are using 
the neighbourhood, which has 
numerous children’s play areas, as 
a short cut. 

Henri Mcgeough, of Kings 
Avenue, raised a question at the 
last full City of Ely Council meet¬ 
ing. 

Speaking about the collision on 
September 27, he said: “There are 
no marked parking restrictions 
along the road and the road almost 
always has a significant number of

cars parked on it - even on junc¬ 
tions and corners. 

“The number of lorries that use 
the road seems to be growing and 
there have been a number of occa¬ 
sions when two lorries have been 
approaching from opposite direc¬ 
tions and the parked vehicles 
mean that the road is only wide 
enough for one vehicle and the 
other has to reverse. 

“There are far too many vehicles 
which seem to use the road as a 
race track, and the location of 
bushes make it difficult to see out 
at some of the junctions. 

“It is only a matter of time before 
there is a serious incident on this 
road, possibly involving loss of life. 

“What is the council prepared to 


do to make Kings Avenue a safe 
place?” 

The city council is forming a new 
working group in a bid to tackle 
the issues and will start talks with 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
Highways about what can be done. 

City Cllr Alison Whelan, who 
lives in Kings Avenue, said: “I 
experience these issues on a day- 
to-day basis and it is clear that the 
solutions are not simple. 

“Parking restrictions are being 
looked at, but most of the parking 
is by residents so restrictions are 
likely to cause other issues. 

“Parking bays may be a solution 
to this as the problem is mainly at 
the Prickwillow end of Kings 
Avenue where there may be space 
to take such action. 

“That may, however, make the 
issue of speeding worse and traffic 
calming measures would be need¬ 
ed.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said that the authority 
would take the city council’s con¬ 
cerns seriously and that they could 
apply for funding to help pay for 
any improvement work, such as 
traffic calming measures.

Trust - has been awarded a 
five-year, £800 million con¬ 
tract to oversee improving 
older people’s healthcare and 
adult community services 
across Cambridgeshire, 
including at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

It is a key milestone in 
Cambridgeshire and 

Peterborough Clinical 
Commissioning Group’s 
(CCG) Older People’s 
Programme for better health¬ 
care for the area’s increasing 
number of over-65s. 

The programme’s aim is to

get the best possible services 
for older people and adults 
with long term conditions, 
providing healthcare in more 
joined-up and innovative 
ways. 

UnitingCare Partnership 
will hold the budget for a host 
of services and will be respon¬ 
sible for urgent care and men¬ 
tal health services for all local 
people over the age of 65. 

It will also provide commu¬ 
nity health services for over- 
18s, such as rehabilitation 
and therapy after injury or 
illness, speech and language 
therapy, care for patients with 
complex wounds and support 
for people with respiratory 
disease or diabetes. 

The partnership will spend 
nearly six months drawing up 
its improvement plans so that 
it can start delivering services 


on April 1, 2015. 

Dr Neil Modha, the chief 
clinical officer for the 
Cambridgeshire and 

Peterborough CCG, said: “The 
aim is to have a single lead 
provider responsible for older 
people’s healthcare services 
and adult community health 
services, ensuring that care is 
more joined up than it has 
been, with a focus on improv¬ 
ing the patient experience. 

“The design and procure¬ 
ment process has allowed 
people from a range of organ¬ 
isations to come together, 
develop and propose solu¬ 
tions to some of the service 
problems that have chal¬ 
lenged us for many years. 

“I would like to extend the 
CCG’s thanks to all those that 
have contributed to this pro¬ 
cess to date, including 
patients, clinicians and local 
authority colleagues.”

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Wet dock at boathouse site now connected to Ouse 


THE creation of a multi-million pound 
new Cambridge University boathouse in 
Ely has reached a significant milestone. 

Although the actual building of the 
new state-of-the-art boathouse at Fore 
Mill Wash, beside the River Great Ouse, 
will not commence until early next year, 
the groundworks got underway in July. 

And on Saturday, the piece of land 
between the Great Ouse and the 
scheme’s wet dock was dug out, 
allowing water to flow through to the 
wet dock from the river. 

It means the wet dock, which is similar 
to a small marina, could effectively now 
be used by the rowers. However, due to 
conditions imposed when the 
development was approved, they are not 
able to do so until the entire scheme is 
complete. 

It is anticipated that the boathouse and 
its facilities, which will be used by the 
Cambridge University Boat Club, 
Cambridge University Women’s Boat 
Club and Cambridge University 
Lightweight Rowing Club teams, will be 
completed by May 2016. The main factor 
behind the conditions is Fore Mill Wash 
lies between two of Ely’s Sites of 
Special Scientific Interest.

A HAIRDRESSER who was 
glassed in Ely has called for 
bars and nightclubs to switch 
to plastic bottles and cups to 
prevent someone else suffer¬ 
ing a similar ordeal. 

Caitlin Morrell, 21, was left 
with nerve damage and a scar 
on her face when a glass shat¬ 
tered as it was thrust into her 
during an argument with a 
stranger in the Townhouse, in 
Market Street. 

Caitlin, who lives in Ely and 
works as a hairdresser in 
Cambridge, wants venues to 
stop giving punters drinks in 
glasses saying if “people act 
like children when they go 
out they should be treated 
like them”. 

She told Ely News: “I feel that 
all late opening venues espe¬ 
cially those with a high risk of 
violence should have plastic 
glasses and bottles. 

“Glasses are used far too 
much as weapons and are 
dropped and smashed on a 
regular basis. Establishments 
would save a lot of time and 
money by using plastic in 
their venues. 

“The barmaids could serve 
drinks and not have to sweep

up smashed bottles and 
glasses all the time. 

“And the people who use 
them as weapons should defi¬ 
nitely drink from plastic as 
the outcome of attacking 
someone with glass is danger¬ 
ous and could blind or kill 
someone.” 

The pain from the attack in 
the Townhouse in February 
was described by former Ely 
College pupil Caitlin as “feel¬ 
ing like a bomb had gone off 
in my face”. 

Her hair fell out because of 
the stress and she has a per¬ 


manent scar on her face. 

She added: “I am lucky with 
my outcome. It could have 
been a lot worse. 

“I’m always more aware of 
my surroundings and if a 
glass is dropped near me I 
still panic and feel very 
uncomfortable.” 

Caitlin’s attacker Stephanie 
Murfet, then 22, from 
Littleport, who admitted 
assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm, was last month 
given a 21-month prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for 18 
months and must do 200 
hours of unpaid work in the 
community. She also had to 
pay £750 compensation and 
£250 court costs. 

Ian Lucas, Wrexham’s MP, 
tried to introduce a new law 



in 2012 for drinking venues 
with records of violence to be 
banned from using glass, 
however his Bill did not pro¬ 
gress past the first reading. 


Warning after couple fall victim to scam 


A COUPLE in their 80s are 
the latest people to fall 
victim to a hoax police call 
scam. 

The couple were called by a 
man claiming to be a police 
officer who said there was a 
scam at their bank. He then 
asked them to hand over a 
large amount of cash to a 
courier who came to their 


home. 

Police were called by the 
couple’s daughter the 
following day when she 
realised they had been 
conned. 

Residents are being urged 
to be on their guard and to 
never give valuables to 
people at their door. 

DI Jamie Stenton said: “I 


would urge everyone to 
consider speaking to any 
elderly or vulnerable 
relatives or neighbours and 
remind them not to trust 
anyone over the phone 
without checking their 
legitimacy first.”

lUrbine plans 
re-submitted 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
erect two wind turbines on 
farmland in Stretham have 
been re-submitted. 

Just weeks after farmer 
Chris Attle withdrew his pro¬ 
posals for Redhill Farm, in 
Cambridge Road, he has now 
re-submitted them to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The plans were withdrawn 
in August as Mr Attle was 
having problems connecting 
the proposed turbines to the 
National Grid, however those 
issues have now been 
resolved. 

The turbines, which would 
be 75m high to their hub and 
102m high to the tip of their 
blade, have proved contro¬ 
versial among local residents 
to date. 

Maureen Lee, of Newmarket 
Road, Stretham, said: “This 
will be a huge change to our 
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unique landscape and will 
spoil the views of our big 
skies. Everyone who travels 
to and from Ely on the A10 
will view these monstrosities 
which are one-and-a-half 
times the height of Ely 
Cathedral. 

“I am very concerned about 
noise, shadow flicker and the 
proven dangers to birds and 
bats. In Europe and Scotland 
no turbines are allowed 
within 2km of a dwelling. 
Surely this should be the case 
here too. 

“TV reception may be 
affected and the housing 
market definitely will. I cer¬ 
tainly would not buy a house 
near these things.” 

Frederick and Barbara 
Benge, of Cambridge Road, 
said: “The A10 is the main 


route to Ely; a very busy road. 
You would see these masts 
for miles from every direc¬ 
tion. 

“They are not only an eye¬ 
sore, but it appears they do 
not even generate enough 
electricity to make them via¬ 
ble. I know some farmers are 
struggling, but this is easy 
money for them, not for the 
environment. 

“Not only would they be 
very visual, there is the noise 
to consider, flashing when 
the sun shines on them, and 
possible effects for migraine 
and epilepsy sufferers.” 

The applicants are propos¬ 
ing to offer five per cent of 
the turbines’ annual income 
to Stretham Parish Council. 

A decision on the turbines 
could be made within eight 
weeks.

SIX cats dumped in a bin 
near Wicken Fen nature 
reserve narrowly escaped 
death. 

Dog walkers found the 
moggies after their dog 
started barking and 
scratching at the aban¬ 
doned wheelie bin left in a 
remote area. 

The adult cats - aged 
between two and five- 
years-old - are now being 
cared for by Blue Cross 
pet charity. 

The abandoned pets 
were immediately taken 
to the charity’s Cambridge 
re-homing centre where 
they were given a thor¬ 
ough check by vets and 
settled into the cattery 
with food and TLC. 

Alan Maskell, centre 
manager at Blue Cross pet 
re-homing centre in 
Cambridge, said: “It’s a 
dreadful case - the poor 
cats must have been terri¬ 
fied. 

“Whoever did this must 
have intentionally 
dumped the bin as it was 
in the middle of nowhere.” 

The six cats have been 
named Tamara, Meenie, 
Cleopatra, Holly, Cinders 


and Peter by the team. 

Mr Maskell added: 
“Luckily some walkers 
came across the bin and 


were alerted to it by their 
dog. 

“When they opened the 
lid they found six cats 


staring up at them - they 
were completely 

shocked.” 

The charity is keen to 
find loving new homes - 
either in pairs or on their 
own - for each cat. 

Mr Maskell said: “The 
cats were in good condi¬ 
tion, some are neutered 
and they are all very 
friendly considering what 
they’ve been through, so 
they must have been 
cared for at some point. 

“The cats would have 
died if they weren’t found 
- they are very lucky to be 
alive and we will do our 
best to find them new 
families.” 

All six cats love the com¬ 
pany of humans and 
could potentially share 
their new home with chil¬ 
dren, the charity has said. 

The Cambridge Blue 
Cross centre, which has 
been helping abandoned 
pets in the region since 
1935, finds loving new 
homes for hundreds of 
cats and rabbits every 
year.

Longfields, Ely - and its garden - 
have been searched by crime 
scene investigators and detectives 
are appealing for information 
from people who were customers 
at the Royal Standard at the time 
of her disappearance.

Honour for man 
who died trying 
to save sibling 


A YOUNG man who died while trying 
to save his half-brother from drown¬ 
ing in a lake has been honoured by a 
prestigious trust. 

Ashley Yardy, 22, and Luke Yardy, 17, 
both of King Cob, Stretham, died 
after getting into difficulty on a lake 
at the Kingfishers Bridge Project near 
Wicken on September 11, 2011. 

Luke was carrying out his role as a 
trainee gamekeeper at the man-made 
beauty spot, assisted by Ashley and 
Luke’s father, Andrew Fountain. 

He was navigating a small narrow 
boat across the lake alone in order to 
collect a dead goose, which was shot 
the previous evening as part of a cull. 

Luke came into difficulty while 
crossing the lake when he dropped an 
oar and fell off the boat and into the 
water. 

Despite the best efforts of Ashley, 
who managed to swim out and reach 
Luke, the step-brothers both drowned 
in the lake. 

On Thursday, Ashley’s family,

including his 4-year-old son, Nathan, 
were invited to a ceremony at the Quy 
Mill Hotel, near Cambridge, to receive 
a certificate from the Carnegie Hero 
Fund Trust recognising Ashley’s 
heroic efforts. 

The trust’s citation said: “Ashley 
was on the shore and, without hesita¬ 
tion, took off his boots and waded 
into the water. He then swam out 
towards Luke in an attempt to rescue 
him. 

“Ashley reached Luke and, holding 
his arms, swam back while still sup¬ 
porting him. They reached a point 
near the shore where it appeared they 
were both able to stand up. 

“Suddenly, however, they disap¬ 
peared below the surface of the water 
and were not seen alive again. 
Tragically, both Luke and Ashley 
drowned.” 

An inquest into their deaths was 


held last March and heard that Luke 
was not wearing a lifejacket - and had 
not been trained how to use the boat 
properly. 

In February, AC, PC, & RC Green, the 
Wicken-based farming partnership 
which manages the lake on behalf of 
the Kingfishers Bridge Wetland 
Creation Trust, was prosecuted by 
the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE). 

The hearing was held at Cambridge 
Crown Court and the partnership 
was fined £60,000 and ordered to pay 
£31,252 in costs after pleading guilty 
to breaching Section 4(2) of the 
Health and Safety At Work etc Act 
1974. 

The Carnegie Hero Fund Trust, 
based in Dunfermline, awards a cer¬ 
tificate and citation to all whose her¬ 
oism is recognised and, in cases 
where a rescue or attempted rescue 
has involved repeated or sustained 
endeavour, a bronze medallion.

Teachers become

Teen sent sex video to girl 


A TEENAGE boy sent a sexually 
explicit video of himself to a 
nine-year-old girl. 

The 17-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, escaped 
being put on the Sex Offenders 
Register “by a whisker” after 
pleading guilty to causing a child 
to watch a sexual act from 
January 31 to February 6. 

Cambridge Youth Court was 
told that the video had been sent 
by the teen, who is from East 
Cambridgeshire, after the girl

was added on BlackBerry 
Messenger (BBM). 

The teen was given a 12 month 
referral order, which he will pay 
£15 for, on top of £35 in court 
costs. 

When sentencing the teen, mag¬ 
istrate Mary Duff said more than 
600 inappropriate photos found 


on his phone were a “worry”. 

But she added that a pre-sen¬ 
tence report, put together by pro¬ 
fessionals, stated that they didn’t 
believe he would re-offend. 

Mrs Duff told the teen: “We are 
giving you a chance to prove they 
are right. 

“This is your last chance to 
move on and leave this behaviour 
behind you.” 

In relation to the Sex Offenders 
Register, she said he had “escaped 
that by a whisker”. 


The crime was discovered when 
the child’s mother found the 
video, as well as a sexually explic¬ 
it image of the nine-year-old, 
when looking for a Christmas 
photo on her daughter’s mobile. 

The distressed family contacted 
the police. 

The court was told that the girl 
was “very upset”. 

It also heard the defendant had 
been bullied at school and that 
his mind was not in the right 
place at the time of the offence.

Pumping 
station is 
now fish 
friendly 

A PUMPING station in 
Cambridgeshire has become 
the first in the UK to become 
fish friendly. 

Around £1 million has been 
spent on replacing the diesel 
driven pumps at the Cam 
Pumping Station with new 
electric pumps. 

The electric pumps are the 
first “fish friendly” pumps to 
be installed in the country, 
meaning that fish and eels, 
which are increasingly under 
threat, can pass through them 
unharmed when they are in 
operation. 

The pumping station, which 
was installed in 1945 and is 
owned and managed by the 
Waterbeach Level Internal 
Drainage Board, has a 
catchment area approximately 
2,400 hectares in size. 

It protects £21 million worth 
of land and buildings across 
Cambridgeshire, including the 
majority of those in the Ely 
area. 

Andrew Newton, engineer to 
the board, said: “It is great to 
see this project evolve and 
come into fruition. It is exciting 
to see the first vertical shaft 
driven fish friendly pump to be 
commissioned in the UK.” 

The capacity of the pumping 
station is 210 tonnes of water 
per minute.

Solar farm gets 
the green light 


PLANS to build a major solar 
farm in Soham have been 
given the go-ahead. 

The proposals to erect 
50,000 solar panels on land at 
Triangle Farm, Angle 
Common, were approved by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee last Wednesday. 

Plans to build the 12 mega¬ 
watt solar farm have been in 
the pipeline for some time, 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council applied to the dis¬ 
trict council for formal plan¬ 
ning permission in August. 

The committee heard that 
Soham Town Council had 
“raised concerns over the loss 
of agricultural land and the 
benefits to Soham residents” 
and that members thought 
“an appropriate Section 106 
agreement that benefits the 
town is essential”. 

English Heritage, Natural 
England and English Heritage 
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expressed no concerns over 
the proposals. 

The district council’s con¬ 
servation officer said: “The 
site is located at a sufficient 
distance and is well screened 
by existing and proposed 
landscaping that there will be 
minimal impact on the wider 
setting of the heritage assets.” 

The officer added: “The 
nature of the development, 
combined with the existing 
topography and landscaping 
will result in no harm being 
caused to the significance of 
the designated heritage 
assets.” 

In a statement, the council’s 
agents, Savills Ltd, said: “The 
proposed development will 
generate a peak capacity of 12 
megawatts of electricity. 

“It will consist of approxi¬ 
mately 50,000 individual 
panels usually set within 


frames of 40, which will cover 
an area of approximately 26 
hectares. 

“The installation is forecast 
to produce enough electricity 
to power approximately 3,150 
homes per year. 

“The site is currently agri¬ 
cultural land, all of which is 
Grade 3. Areas between the 
panels will be grazed by 
sheep, providing the addi¬ 
tional benefit of ongoing 
agricultural activity at the 
site.” 

Now that the plans have 
been approved, subject to 
conditions, the solar farm 
will be in operation for the 
next 25 years. 

The spokesman said: “After 
the initial 25-year period, the 
site will either be decommis¬ 
sioned or returned to agricul¬ 
tural use, or permission will 
be sought to extend the life of 
the site for a further number 
of years.” 


Counter-tenor donates harpsichord to King’s 


MUSIC students at King’s Ely 
are celebrating the donation 
of a new harpsichord. 

The instrument has been 
donated by distinguished 
counter-tenor and former 
King’s pupil James Bowman 
CBE, who visited the school 
to address students, staff and 
parents about his illustrious 
career in music. 


He was educated at King’s 
from 1951-1960, singing as a 
boy chorister at Ely Cathedral, 
before going on to study at 
New College, Oxford. 

He spoke of his career as “a 
wonderfully exciting jour¬ 
ney” and talking about his 
time at King’s, he said: “The 
school taught me the real 
meaning of musical disci¬ 


pline, for which I am eternal¬ 
ly grateful.”

NEW LIFE FOR OLD KITCHENS 
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Decision on 
128 homes 
is appealed 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build 
more than 120 homes on land near 
Ely are now the subject of an 
appeal. 

It was earlier this year that 
Cheshire-based firm, Gladman 
Developments Ltd, submitted 
plans to build 128 new homes on 
land north of Field End, Witchford. 

The company then applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission to erect 
100 homes on a parcel of land south 
of number 18, Wilburton Road, 
Haddenham. 

In August, the council’s planning 
committee decided the fate of the 
proposals - and both sets were 
refused. 

Officers were recommending that 
the plans for Haddenham were 
rejected, and that the decision on 
the plans for Witchford was dele¬ 
gated to the council’s principal 
development manager. 

However, the committee’s major¬ 
ity vote was to throw the Witchford 
scheme out too. The main concerns 
were highways issues, and a lack of 
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available places at the village’s 
schools. 

Now bosses at Gladmans have 
launched an appeal against the 
decision on the Witchford propos¬ 
als with the Secretary of State. 

Local councillor Pauline Wilson, 
whose ward is Haddenham, was 
among those against the Witchford 
proposals. 

She said: “Witchford has one 
small shop which is a post office, 
there is no doctors surgery and the 
school and college are full to capac¬ 
ity- 

“Villages can cope with a few 
extra houses, but 128 houses is 
ridiculous as we do not have the 
infrastructure for such a large 
housing development.” 

People have until October 27 to 
have their say during the appeal 
process.

PERFECT Nonsense has been 
racking up four star reviews 
across the board since The 
Goodale Brothers took 
P.G.Wodehouse’s 1938 novel The 
Code of the Woosters and ran 
with it. 

It won the 2014 Olivier Award for 
Best New Comedy and has been 
making West End audiences bor- 
derline hysterical 

since 2013. 

The original Jeeves and Wooster 
- Stephen Mangan and Matthew 
Macfadyen, then Robert Webb 
and Mark Heap - have sadly 
moved on to be replaced by the 
beautiful Matt from Channel 4’s 
Teachers, aka James Lance (I’m 
Alan Partridge), and West End 
veteran John Gordon Sinclair 
(The Producers, The Ladykillers). 

By all accounts you’re in for a 
side-splitting treat. Wodehouse’s 
legendary characters - the foolish 
foppish Wooster (Lance) - the 
kind of man who is incredibly 
proud when he manages to get his 
socks on all by himself - and his 
long-suffering valet Jeeves 
(Gordon Sinclair) are off on a rau¬ 
cous country house-related esca¬ 
pade. 

A classic farce complete with a 
motley collection of house guests, 
Jeeves is on a mission to prevent 


Wooster from making 
an utter fool of himself 
(again). 

“There’s a lot that’s 
meant to go wrong,” admits 
Lance blithely. “Our 
night - a lot actually went 
wrong and the show was quite 
a bit longer as a result. The 
audience loved it!” 

Calling the piece a “joyous 
fantasy” he explains how hon¬ 
oured he is to play Bertie. “It 
was a huge privilege to be 
offered the part of Bertie 
Wooster, he’s an iconic comedy 
character. He’s really good fun 
to be; he’s very light hearted, I 
think he has a very good heart, 
he’s a sweet man. Not the sharp¬ 
est tool in the box, obviously, 
but really full of enthusiasm. 
He’s like an excitable 
Labrador.” 

There’s only one real simi¬ 
larity between actor and 
character though: “I like to 
have a good time, and so 
does he. When you’re doing 
eight shows a week, that’s 
means I can’t really go out, 
so I decided to make my 
playtime being on stage.” 

Hopefully it’s as entertain¬ 
ing for the rest of us.

THEY just don’t make pop-rock jazz-funk bands like 
they used to, do they? Good job Level 42 are still 
going strong (yes, they split up between 1994 and 
2001, but they’ve worked through it, give 'em a 
break). 

First for med in 1979 on the Isle of Wight by front¬ 
man Mark King and Gould brothers Boon and Phil, 
they became an overnight success thanks to a flurry 


of critically acclaimed albums and some major 
backing from Polydor. By 1986, their single Lessons 
of Love went to number three in the charts and 
became their biggest hit to date. 

Interest waned in the 90s though, so King went for 
it alone (with middling success), before serendipity 
(and a general trend of bands reforming), took hold 
and they got back together. The Goulds are no 


longer involved, and the current line-up reads like 
this: King on bass and vocals, Mike Lindup on keys, 
Nathan King on guitar, Sean Freeman on sax and 
drummer Pete Ray Biggin.

The Assembly 
of Animals 

DESIGNED by performance 
artist and painter Tim Spooner, 
The Assembly of Animals 
sounds completely magical. 

Part show, part installation 
it's setting up at Cambridge 
Junction, revolving around a 
stage that slowly expands, lit 
by neon colours and sub¬ 
merged in murky blackness. 

As the venue reshapes itself 
gradually, strange visions, col¬ 
ourful liquids, and, most excit¬ 
ingly, magnetic dogs(l), emerge 
from the darkness. In doing so, 
inch-by-inch they reveal their 
mechanics from the inside out. 
There are wires, contraptions 
and moments of madness wait¬ 
ing to unfold... 

Presumably it's more beauti¬ 
ful and less complicated than it 
sounds though (remember the 
magnetic dogs), and is aimed 
at children (over 3s) as well as 
grown ups. 

Adding to the ambience will 
also be pieces of puppetry and 
magic, sculpture and intriguing 
scientific demonstrations.

■ Clearing leaves: There are many 
rakes on the market but among the 
best is the Fiskars Garden Light Leaf 
Rake, available in medium or large, 
which has a tough plastic head and 
an ergonomically designed light¬ 
weight hardened aluminium shaft and 
comfortable soft grip handle.

■ Plant bulbs. You can use a hand 
trowel and fork to do this job, but 
bulb planters lift a core of soil, ena¬ 
bling you to plant bulbs quickly and 
are useful in soil that holds together 
well but is not too heavy.
